Third Day 
 Canman. 


Testimony for Prosecution and 
Defence All In, 


Argument of John Van Arman, Esq.--- 
Adjournment to Monday. 


Yesterday morning, the hearing of testimony 
in tho case of Leo Canman, charged with open- 
ing a letter in the Post Office and abstracting the 
conténts, was resumed before Judge Blodgett, 
in the United States District Court. 

THE FIRST WITNESS 
called was Deputy United States Marshal Tour- 
telotte. Ee testified that he knew Mr. Elwell, 
and received a package from him on the Alst of 
May; it was given to him by either Elwell. or 
Stewart; he was not positive which it was; he 
received the package in the Postmaster’s room, 
and enclosed it in an envelope, [Envelope pro- 
ducod.] The package had not been opened, and 
he never opened it. 

Cross-eramined: Colonel Eastman, James 
Stewart, Mr. Biwell, Mr. Canman, and Mr. An- 
derson were present when I received it. I think 
Mr. Squires was there, although I am not posi- 
tive. I got the package from Elwell, and 
it was opened since I saw it first; I do not know 
that the package contains the same amount as 
when I got it first; Canman was searched while 
I was at the Post Office, and I understood he 
was searched before I searched him; I do not 
know who suggested that it be done; I think 
the envelope contained money; it has been in 
the possession of the Marshal and Mr. Coates ; I 
did not open it; it kept in a safe; Mr. 
Coates is the Cashier in office, and the only 
one who has a key to the safe ; J was told the 
envelope contained Canada bills; I did not see 
them. [Witness opened the cavelope and 
tified the contents.) 

MR. COATES oe. 
was recalled, and testified that he examined the 
package, and opened it at the direction of the 
District Attorney; it contained two $5 bills and 
one $2 bill; I banded them to Lonergan on the 
13th of November, 1872. 

| MR. SQUIRES 
was recalled. He had made the examination of 
the Postmaster's and his own room as directed 
by the Court, and had drawn a plan of them ; his 
desk was located five feet three inches from the 
door; Canman was sitting about ten feet from 
where witness stopped when Stewart met him 
and handed him the wad of money; he did not 
show the money to Canman, or ask him 
any questions; there was a day and 
a night force at that time im the 
registry office; the night force, perhaps, knew 
the safe combination ; Henry Stewart had the 
combination; Canman asked me what was to be 
done with him; I told him he would find out at 
the trial; I was present when the package was 
given to Mr. Tourtelotte. Mr. Elwell, i think, 
gave it to Mr. Tourtelotte. I do not know how 

money was in the package. 

DAVID GROUT 
was sworn, and said he sent the letterin 
tohisson. He took a receipt from Post- 
master in Canada when he mailed it; there was 
$12 in the letter—three bills; I put the money 
in the letter; I cannot read or write; a man 
named Galloway wrote the letter for me.
